Chaa. Coleman, by Common Law. 


W hen the adm inistrator of the es­ 
tate of C harles Colem an, deceased, 
j a*ked the court Tueidsy that the prop­ 
erty lie sold for the payment of debts, 
j Nancy H ardin, an aged negress from 
Princeton, appeared and tiled a plead- 
ing, alleging that sh* wa- entitled to 
I the property, tieing a lawful 
w if** of 
th** decedent. 
The contentions of the H ardin wom­ 
an are that 
-tie ami 
< Alleman wit*' 
both slav* - before th** c iv il war, trad 
as such were considered 
as chattel 
property and could not, therefore, I*** 
legally joined in m arriage. 
She de 
clares that after the declaration of th** 
Proclam ation em ancipation Coleman 
joined the Futo n arm y, but returned 
to Kentucky 
in I SOd, alien they were 
married according to the common law, 
which did not require a c iv il ceremony 
and record. 
That afterward* a gen­ 
eral statute was pa-**ed 
by Congress 
legalizing all such common law 
mar 
rf ages among fit** slaves.' This enab­ 
ling act further provided thai common 
law wives wa*re entitled to 
th** same* 
pio|»*rty rights a* 
Waimea 
who were 
m arried according to 
th*' c iv il 
law.

ble J u p ite r released him, but ordered 
he should w ear on hts finger an Iron 
ring, having attached to it a piece of 
the rock, so that the deity m ig h t keep 
his oath of peri**tual Im prisonm ent. 
Hence the use of rings of m etal with 
jewels. 
Rings se**m to have been am ong the 
first trin k e ts given and prized. 
They 
were tokens of trust, insignia of com­ 
mand, ra n k and honor, pledgee of faith 
and alliance.

If fired ahead, 
to form a smooth pathway for the ad­ 
vancing vessel, it requires to be dis­ 
charged every five minutes, but if the 
vessel Is stationary or lying to, one 
round every twenty m inutes is said to 
be sufficient.
